APPEAL COURT 
DECIDES LOCAL 
INSURANCE CASE 


Judgment has been handed down by 
the appellate division of the supreme 
court in the case of Rye Farm Limited 
against the British Oak Insurance 
Company. In April last, Chief Jus- 
tice Harvey dismissed an action by 
the Rye Farm against the insurance 
company for damage claimed to have 
been done to the Plaintiff's crops by 
hail, and the Rye Farm Company ap: 
pealed against the decision. The ap- 
peal judges have unanimously — sus- 
tained the appeal and hold that the 
decision of the court below is erron- 
eous and that the insuance company 
is liable in damages and costs.

CITY WINS ACTION 
FOR TAX ARREARS 


The action of the City of Wetaski: 
win against Herman TT. Pierson, of 
Ferintosh, for the recovery of taxes 
against two parcels of land in the 
City of Wetaskiwin for the years 
1921, 1922 and 1928 was tried by His 
Honor Judge Lees on the 24th inst. 

The Judge found that there had 
been no illegality in the assessment 
and that proceedings commenced un- 
der the Tax Recovery Act by the 
filing of caveats against the lands did 
not bar the city council from proceed- 
ing by suit. 

Regarding the assessment of two of 
the lots in question, there was an ir- 
regularity as the lots was assessed 
in the name of John Pearson instead 
of Herman T. Pierscn for the years 
1921 and 1922. Later the defendant 
had the mistake corrected and the 
Judge held that no injustice had been 
done to the defendant and that the 
irregularity did not invalidate the as- 
sessment. The judge also ruled that 
the defence set up by the defendant, 
that the land wag not assessed at its 
actual fair value, was not open to the

TEACHERS ARE TO 
GET A SALARY CUT 


At a recent meeting of the Wetas- 
kiwin public school board, some dras- 
tic cuts were made in the salaries of 


the teachinf staff of both schools. 

All teachers holding a first class 
{certificate will receive a salary of 
($1,100, while those holding second 
class certificates will receive $1,000 
per year, 


Under the old system, the minimum 


salary was $1,000, with a yearly in- 


crease of $100 until the maximum of 
schedule 


$1,500 was reached. This 
was in force until last year when no 
increases were given, and the hoard 


has now decided to reduce all salar- 


ies, Consequently teachers who have 
been on the staff for some time, and 
who were drawing salaries of from 


$1,200 to $1,450, must accept the cut 
in salary if they wish to retain their

SIXTH GOVT. 
CROP REPORT 


Issued by the Department of Agri. 
sulture, Edmonton, June 28th, 

Growth of the new crop in prac: 
tically all parts of the province has 
been retarded by the cool weather of 
the past fortnight, and in many dis- 
tricts the grain has been almost at 
a standstill. The past week, how- 
ever, has seen the advent of warmer 
weather, and during the past five days 
the crops have been brought to the 
stage where more rain is necesstry 
to maintain healthy growth, This 
feature of the situation is emphasized 
in nearly all reports received, in some 
districts the need of moisture being 
urgent, 

The south western part of the pro- 
vince has been favored with an abun- 
dance of rain during the past fort- 
night, and is today showing the most 
satisfactory conditions with respect 
to the growing crops. South of Cal- 
gary to the international border rain 
has been general in nearly every lo- 
cality, 

The south eastern part of the proy- 
ince is still much in need of rain, only 
local showers having visited this ter- 
ritory in the past two weeks. 

In the central and northern parts 
of the province the grain, though 
greatly retarded by the backward 
weather, is showing a fairly healthy 
growth, and has been considerably 
benefitted by the belated warm wea- 
ther, but is in need of rain at this 
date. General rains will be needed 
over most of this territory within the 
next week if the grain is to continue 
satisfactory progress. The crops in 
the Grande Prairie and Peace River 
disticts show some impovement since 
last report, owing to showers of rain 
which visited these districts in that 
period, but further rains will be 
needed shortly.

The regular meeting of the city 
council was held on:Wednesday even- 
ing with all the members present ex- 
cept Mayor Montgomery, It was 
moved and seconded that Ald. Moan 
occupy the chair for this meeting. 

The minutes ofthe last regular 
meeting were read and adopted on 
motion of Ald. Gothard and Brown. 

Mr. Taylor, of the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculaure, addressed coun- 
cil on the destruction of weeds in the 
district, stating the need for action in 
the matter all over Alberta. Mr. Tay- 
lor’s district reaches almost to Sedge- 
wick on the east, Lacombe on the 
south and Leduc on the north, with 
headquarters at Wetaskiwin. He pro- 
posed that a meeting of farmers be 
held in Wetaskiwin about July 19th, 
to be addressed by Mr. Stevens, of 
the department, Mr, Taylor was in- 
formed that he would have the co-op- 
eration of the council.

R. B. Owens, provincial sanitary en- 
gineer, wrote regarding the condition 
of some lots in the city.

If Canada is to develop rapidly her 


_ young nationhood, she will find it of 


considerable advantage to stress the 
salient point of her not uneventful 
history, and to impress upon her free 
citizens the debt we owe to our heroic 
forefathers, and the debt we owe also 
to the gencrations to come, ' The seeds | 
of future greatness and progress were | 
sown in earlier years, and are just 
now bearing their natural fruit. And 
it is well that on July 1st in every 
part of our Dominion we should recall 
our eventful history and make fitting 
mention of our magnificient heritage. 


Widely scattered as are our pro- 
vinces we naturally tend to section- 
alism, and each province needs. to 
emphasize continually the common tie 
that binds those scattered territories 
into one far-reaching whole; and our 
provincial leaders can do statesman- 
like work in continualy stressing the 
need of interprovincial cooperation 
and the folly of inter-provincial bick- 
ering and jealousy. 

It cannot but happen in the evolu- 
tion of a great nation that the differ- 
ent provinces will at times suffer 
seeming injustices, yet these will ever 
be seemingly unintentional, and will 
b cincidental tothe development of 
the nation. It is inevitable that in a 
great expanse of territory stretching 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, that 
the interest of the east, the west, 
and the central portions of our vast 
domain should occasionally conflict, 
and it is probably just as inevitable 
that in such cases each province 
should consider first what its own! 
rights are; but we are slowly coming 
to see that there is a wider view that 
all true patriots are compelled to 
take, andthe great issues which arise 
must be settled with a proper regard 
to the welfare of the nation rather 
than the provinces.

It has happened in the order of 
events that Ontario and Quebec have 
led the other provinces both in popu- 
lation and in wealth; but the great 
west has a future before it which will 
mean that a time not far distant the 
west will reach a political importance 
equal to, and possibly surpassing, 
that of her older sisters, This will 
necessarily mean that Ontario and 
Quebec will cease to exercise the 
dominant control which they now pos- 
sess in the parliament of the nation, 
yet we think that all of will rejoice in 
the prosperity and growth of the 
west even if it cast the east some- 
what into the shade, 

Our problems as a nation are not 
all easy of solution. We have divers 
races and religions, and naturally we 
have prejudices to overcome and jeul- 
ousies to allay, hut probably this may 
he a real help in that it compels us 
tc develop a tolerance and a wide- 
visioned statesmanship which wonid! 
not otherwise exist. And in the new, 
wider field of imperial relations we 
shall find still greater use for all the 
statesmanship, all the tolerance, and 
all the courage of which we are cap- 
able. The British Fmpire is noi the 
product of chance, and upon its pro- 
per development great events may 
hinge in the history of this world, 
and we trust that in all these events 
Canada will play a noble and com- 
manding part,

London, June 80—One should, it 
one is wise and has plenty of time, 
take! Canada in not less than. three 
visits. There are three distinct exhi 
bits; Canada as a whole, the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, and the  Cana- 
dian National railway. The main 
Canadian pavilion is chiefly remark- 
able for the great number, variety and 
beauty of its pictures and. panorama 
portraying every phase of life in Can- 
ada. Just. to walk through the halls 
is to realize the amazing wealth of 
the country, And it is not only in 
raw. materials, for here are grouped 
manufactured articles of all. sorts— 
furniture, motor cars, ties, hats, boots 
and shoes, clothes, canned and _ bot- 
tled fruits, blankets, glassware, can- 
oes and carpets, not to mention but 
a few of them. . 

In the mineral hall is an exhibition 
of Canada’s mineral wealth which to 
the lay mind seems to include every 
known mineral. Here is the largest 
silver nugget ever found weighing 
close to three tons, samples of iron 
ore of every grade and variety, also 
gold and lead. Add to these the less

common minerals—asbestos shown in 


the. rock as it is mined, tale, chrome 
iron, mananese, corundum, gypsum, 
hemalite, limonite, magnetite un 
shimmering sheets of mica. is 
Canada’s boast that she | 
a greater varicty of minerals than any 
other country in the world. Nearby 
are large blocks of beautiful polished 
marbles in various colors. 

Leaving the minerals one can see 
a great panorama of the western’ 
prairie in the foreground of which js 
a model prairie township. There is a f 
train running in alongside the eleva- 
tors, moving forward a truck at a 
time to discharge its freight, and the 
corn covered prairie stretching into 
the dim distanece. Opposite this is 
another panorama showing Niagara 
Falls and giving an idea of the devel- 
oped and undeveloped water power of 
the country. Another picture of the 
National parks shows the golf links 
at Lake Louise, with a reminder that 
the beauty of the course makes it 
more than ever difficult to keep an 
eye on the ball. In this picture, too, 
is a real waterfall, falling into a stream

; that runs away among the rocks. Van- 


couver -harbor, in 1980, shows steam- 
ers sailing in and out, elevators, 
stores, etc.; with a background of blue 
mountains. Above these large panor- 
amas are a series of little peepshow 
scenes depicting Canadian life in the 
woods and prairies, And everywhere 
the visitor can read statistics of 
which the figures run into so many 
noughts as to be bewildering. 

The fisheries section shows finely 
executed casts of the various fish to 
be found in Canadian waters. In the 
timber exhibit is a little wooden house 
made entirely, inside and out, from 
Douglas fir, red cedar and cotton- 
wood, while other woods are shown in 
great variety. Specialists in dairying 
poultry farming, wool and fruit farm- 
ing will all find much to interest 
them. 

The Canadian Pacifie pavilion must 
be a joy to the schoolboy, for running 
right round the building inside is a 
large double railway with trains run- 
ning and signal lights twinkling in and 
out. Panoramas of Liverpool, Que- 
bec, Vancouver and Shangai depict 
busy scenes of the great harbors with 
which ‘“Canpac” does business. One 
wall is taken up with a vast map of 

anada, showing a great map of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, with the 
line and its branches picked out in 
little electrically lighted buttons, the 
junctions and terminals being marked 
by red lights. 

In the pavilion of the Canadian. Na- 
tional railways are set up the com- 
fortable cabins of the Atlantic steam- 
ers and the compartments to be found 
on the “settlers” trains of the Cana- 
dian railways. There are three large 
moving panorama showing three pic- 
tures of Canadian scenery, Mount Rob- 
son, Jasper Park and a sea scene on 
the north Pacific coast.

WANT RATES ON 


CATTLE LOWER| 


Ottawa, June 27.—A fifty. per cent 
reduction of the present ocean rate 
on cattle from Canada. to. England. is 
advocated in a pamphlet which has 
been circulated among the members 
of parliament here by the Manitoba 
Free Press of Winnipeg.. The pam- 
phlet quotes figures to show that the 
cost of marketing Canadian cattle in 
the United Kingdom today costs ap- 


proximately seventy-five “per cent 
more than it did in 1914. 

The shipping companies “in the 
North. Atlantic conference or ° com- 


bine,” says the pamphlet “are demand- 
ing just about double the amount the 
railways ask to carry a steer from 
Winnipeg to Montreal, as to carry the 
same steer from Montreal to Liver- 
pool.” Accepting the old rule that 
seven miles of water haul should 
equal one mile of rail, it is pointed 
out that shipping companies ask twice 
as much for carrying the steer an 
equivalent of 380 miles as the. rail- 
ways get for carrying it 1,411 miles, 
. “The only means whereby the 
North Atlantic conference or com- 
bine can be brought to time,” the 
pamphlet states further, “is by the 
Canadian government securing ten or 
a dozen tramp ships, having them pro- 
perly fitted and putting them into 
the cattle trarde with~a rate of $10 
per head to any British port.”

OHIO CITIES DESOLATE
